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Mount the new switch on the other side of 51 in a position 
corresponding to that of S2. Use the same hole pattern for 
the drilling. The center terminal may be soldered directly 
to the ground plane. 


Mount the 1K resistor onto the PC Board at the rear of the 
new switch. 


Remove and discard the -O1 PROM's at positions 3C and 3F. 

At position 3F, on the component side of the board, open the 
ground connection at Pin 21. The cut will have to be made 
just adjacent to, and somewhat beneath the socket. 


Connect position 5C, on the circuit side of the board, open 
the ground connection at Pin 21. 


Connect the switch, pull-up resistor, and PROM 3C & 3F 
sockets - Pin 21 as shown in Figure 1. 


Install the -04 PROM's.
